Navy Announces Dates 

For Selection Boards 

The Secretary of the Navy announced 
yesterday that Selection Boards to recom 
mend officers of the Line of the Navy will 
be convened in the Navy Department on 
the following dates :

The names of the officers assigned to 


sit on the above boards will not be an 
nounced until later. 
It was stated that the Junior Line 


Selection Board will be convened early in 
January. Advancement of the dates of 
the meeting of the boards, it was said, 
was due to three reasons: first, the de 
parture of the U. S. Fleet for ms xeuvers, 
Jan. 3, two months earlier thin usual, 
inasmuch as it was desired to have the 
two senior boards at least out of the 
way before maneuvers: second, because 
the selection of fitted as well as best fitted 
officers under the new law is expected to 
keep the boards in session longer than 
previously; and third, the ff Corps 
boards cannot meet until the Line boards 
have finished and it is desired to com 
plete them prior to June 30.

the national press.

Pay Committee Awaits 
Findings of Navy Board 


With progress of the Interdepartmental 
Pay Committee held up pending develop- 
ment of the Navy's stand on the question, 
the Navy Pay Board, charged with this 
task, went to work in earnest this week. 

The Interdepartmental Committee met, 
Sept. 28, and after receiving from the 
representatives of the Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard, comment on the 
proposals of the Army outlined at the 
first meeting three weeks ago, adjourned 
subject to the call of the chairman, Brig. 
Gen. Lorenzo D. Gasser, USA. Inasmuch 
as the statements on the Army plan, while 
general in nature and confined to the en 
listed and warrant pay situation, con 
tain specific recommendations outlining 
where the other services differ with the 
Army plan, members of the committee 
will have considerable to do for a time 
working out estimates of cost of the new 
proposals on their Service. 

The views presented on behalf of the 
Navy and Marine Corps by Capt. Jesse 
B. Oldendorf, USN, at last Friday's meet 
ing, were necessarily incomplete, in that 
the complete Naval position is to be 
worked out by the Navy Board headed 
by Rear Adm. Frank H. Sadler, USN, 
which was convened last week. The 
Board, appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy at the request of the House Navai 
Affairs Committee to draft a simplified 
pay bill for the Navy and Marine Corps, 
will cooperate with the Interdepartmental 
Committee, established at the instigation 
of the Senate Military Affairs Committee 
independently of the House Committee's 
action. In the directive appointing the 
Navy Board, it was authorized to trans 
mit its findings and conclusions to the 
Interdepartmental Committee prior to 
submission of its report to the Secretary 
of the Navy. 

At the second meeting of the Navy 
Board, Sept. 29, a basie principle was 
laid down and a subcommittee named to 
proceed with drafting actual pay tables 


on the first phase of its work. After 
studying the reports of the McNamee 
Navy Pay Board, the McNamee Interde 


partmental Pay Board, and the Fairfield 
Pay Board, the Sadler Board laid down 
the following principle to be followed in 
drafting a pay plan: A man’s pay should 
he based on what he is worth to the 
Government. It was also decided to tie 
in the Board’s work with that of the In 
terdepartmental Committee by tackling 
the enlisted pay problem before the com 
missioned and warrant officer problem, 

Admiral Sadler named a subcommittee 
composed of Capt. Edward R. Wilson, 
(SC), USN, Capt. Theodore 8S. Wilkin 
son, USN, and Comdr. Greene W. Dugger, 
USN, to draw up proposed enlisted pay 
tables. The two Marine Corps members 
of the Board, Lt. Col. Raymond R. Wright 
and Maj. John Hatla will assist them in 


the consideration of Marine Corps en 
listed pay matte: Lieutenant Colonel 
Wright was appointed in place of Lt. Col. 
Donald Curtis, USMC, who was desig 
nated in the directive convening the

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Editors Oppose American Intervention in European Crisis 


Much has been and is still being written on the editorial pages of the newspapers 
of the United States concerning the attitude that should be taken by the United 
States in the event of the outbreak of a general European war, Unanimously, the 
decision of the editors is that we should not, by word, deed or even inference, form 
any commitments. Below are quoted, from representative daily newspapers, editorial 
expressions on this subject, 


The Wall Street Journal, of New York City, comments: “At the present time, 
a large section of the press of the world is engaged in calling on President Roosevelt 
to assert his leadership. Lronically, newspapers in France, both right and left, wish 
him to assert that ‘leadership’ in behalf of their own points of view. Nor is the 
Canadian press indifferent to the possibilities of American intervention. One Cana- 
dian newspaper goes so far as to assert that the President ‘could forestall a conflict 
without committing his people to anything.’ That is precisely what he could not do. 

“The failure of such a policy is just what is being demonstrated at this moment 
in Europe, Should we accept the ideas of the French press, which largely reflects : 
considerable body of opinion in that country, we would be in no better case than 
any other country which attempts to settle the affairs of the world, and makes 
commitments ‘guaranteeing’ this or that, with no will to back them up if they are 
threatened seriously by a real show of armed force. Our policy of aloofness in the 
present crisis, of indicating that we hope that war can be avoided and will do nothing 
to make it more difficult to avoid, but will not actively meddle in the situation, has 
heen a wise one, President Roosevelt and Secretary Hull will doubtless continue in 
the path they have so sanely chosen during the past weeks of tension.” 


“Today, with all Murope inflamed, we should look back to St. Mihiel and the 
Argonne and Belleau Wood, we should count the cost of our participation in the 
World War, the precious graves of our young men that strew the battlefields of 
Kurope and the disabled veterans who, although wounded, came home to family and 
friends, 

“With every pride in our efficiency in the World War and with every justification 
for cheering our success at arms in that conflict, let us keep our own counsel in 
this time of tension. We learned our lesson twenty years ago.” 


The Ashland, WKy., Independent, comments: “The United States lad best stay 
out of a war in which it has nothing at stake. We have far more fear from Russia 
than from Germany and Italy combined. Our people want to defend American 
democracy, They should have learned enough from our last experience in’ Europe 
to know that we can only be the losers by participation in any continental war. 

“Let us make ourselves as strong as the strongest, keep our people at home 
and enforce and strengthen our neutrality laws.

Germany is totally deficient in a num 
her of essential raw materials. The Reich 
has no antimony, chromium, coffee, 
lodine, manganese, manila fiber, opium, 
quartz crystal, quicksilver, quinine, rub 
ber, silk and tin among primary war 
needs. It has no asbestos, cadmium, cas 
tor oil, copra, cork, cotton linters, helium, 
jute, kapok molybdenum, nux vomica, 
oakum, palm oil, platinum, shellac, sisal, 
or vanadium, Of these, Czechoslovakia 
produces a few, while the others are 
found only in one or two sections of the 
world and are carried on the “strategic 
und eritical materials list” of practically 
every nation, 

Czechoslovakia has autimony, furnish 
ing about 5°, of the world’s supply. Two 
thirds of its output comes from southern 
Slovakia and the remainder from the 
lead-silver mines at Pribram. While the 
quantity produced is just sufficient for 
domestic purposes, it would be a depend- 
able source for Germany in war-time were 
other lines of supply cut off. About 
of the world’s supply of quicksilver comes 
from Czechoslovakia, giving the Reich an 
available source in war. Similarly, asbes 
tos is produced in the little republic 
2,700 tons in 1987-—and while insufficient 
for Germany's needs would constitute an

Of the new major generals, Brigadier 
General Wilson has three years to serve 
and Brigadier General Beck has nearly 
five years. The new Air Corps chiefs are 
still younger, General Arnold having until 
1950 and Colonel Kilner until 
12. 

All of the new makes are graduates of 
the United States Military Academy ex 
cept the senior one, General Wilson who 
became commissioned in 1899 after sery 
ing as an enlisted man in the National 
Guard during the Spanish War.

General Moseley Hits at Trend 

Maj. Gen Van Horn Moseley, 
USA, upon his retirement from active ser 
vice yesterday, issued a statement to the 
newspaper men in Atlanta, Ga., severely 
criticizing present government policies, If 
promptly brought a retort from Secretary

of War Woodring who immediately is 
sued a statement in Washington attribu 
ting General Moseley’s statement to 


“pique” and terming it disloyal 

In spite of the strong language used by 
the Secretary of War, it is not thought 
likely that he will take any further action 
against the General. 

The statement as issued from the Wal 
Department yesterday follows: 

“Statement of Secretary of War, Hon. 
Harry H. Woodring, with reference to the 


statement released this afternoon to the 
press by Maj. Gen. George Van Horn 
Moseley. 

“Because he was disappointed in his 
ambition to become chief of staff of the 


American Armies, Major General George 
Van Horn Moseley has celebrated his re 
tirement from military service by assail 


ing the Federal Government and by in 
ference, attacking his Commander-in 
Chief. As to the reasons that General 
Craig was preferred for the important 


post, I do not think anyone needs to look 
further than to read General Moseley’s 
flagrantly disloyal statement. 


“Obviously the General is entitled to 








his own views on governmental and other 
policies, but I have an idea that General 
Moseley’s brother officers will be as much 
astonished and dismayed by this exhibi- 
tion of pique and bad taste as the general 
run of American citizens who believe and 
have always accepted the theory that an 
American officer’s loyalty to his chief did 
not cease when he went off active service. 
Though he retired today he continued to 
be an officer of the Army, receiving the 
inactive pay which in his case is approxi- 
mately $6,000 a year.” 

General Moseley in his statement asked 
“have we not the character, courage and 
foresight to put our house in order while 
the rest of the world is so balanced in its 
warlike operations that no foreign mili- 
tary strength is left free to threaten us?" 

Ile declared that he was not referring 
to National Defense but to dangers at 
home, Citing the ancient Roman republic 
us falling only after being weakened from 
within, he declared that signs of decay 


are already in evidence in the United 
States. 

Then he launched into a criticism of 
various government policies relief, 


mounting debt, attempts to redistribute 
the wealth, and shortening of working 
hours. He declared that we need only keep 
on our present path to reach dictatorship. 
Deploring the lack of outstanding leader- 
ship in gevernment he hit at experimen- 
tation in Federal governmental policies, 

“We have” he stated “merely to vote 
increased government responsibility for 


our individual lives, increased govern- 
mental authority over our daily habits 
and the resultant Federal paternalism 
will inevitably become dictatorship.*** 
In addition to a lack of outstanding 


leadership, our government has recently 
suffered from a mass of untried theories 
und ideas upon which we have lavished 
the greatest peace time appropriations 
in our history. Many of these ideas are 
sound—as ideas. Some can ultimately be 
incorporated permanently into our sys- 
tem of government to its benefit and that 
of its citizens. But many costly experi- 
ments have been visionary—doomed to 
failure from the outset. Others appear to 
cloak a sinister ulterior motive behind 
an humanitarian front, and these are be- 
ing eagerly pushed by the alien element in 
our midst.*** Unfortunately the expedi- 
ent course politically seems to be to ap 
peal to the weakest traits and to the un 
American Citizens rather than to those 
who would hold to those fine old basic 
principles which have made America 
outstanding in the history of the world. 
*** Today in America we often see class 
marshalled against class and unfair 
preferences shown,” 





AEF 20 YEARS AGO 


PVE attack launched Sept. 26 by the 

i First American Army, under General 
Pershing, and the French Army under 
Goraud in the Meuse and Champagne 
regions continued throughout the earlier 
part of the week to force the enemy back 
from his and elaborately im- 
proved positions. In the first day's oper- 
ations the Americans made a maximum 
gain of seven miles, between the Argonne 
forest and the western bank of the 
Meuse. Kansas, Pennsylvania and Mis- 
souri troops stormed the towns of 
Varennes, Cheppy and Vauquois, held in 
part by Prussian Guards. Marlancourt, 
Bethincourt and Montfaucon fell, further 
The line was again advanced 
on Sept. 27 and German counter-attacks 
were beaten back northeast of Varennes 
and in the Aire valley. 

In the French sector to the west Gou 
raud’s initial gain was less marked. The 
enemy adopted his own scheme of a slight 
frontal retirement, which he had used 
with success against the offensive of July 
15. Gouraud satisfied himself at the out- 
set with reoccupying the positions he had 
ceeded on that date to the Germans, On 
Sept. 28 after artillery preparation, he 
advanced anew, seizing Somme-l’y and 
the heights north of Fontaine-en-Dormois. 
On the twenty-ninth, the French took 
Bouconville and Mt. Cuvelet and ap- 
proached Challerange. In the operations 
to date a tremendous amount of prison- 
ers and war materials have been cap- 
tured, with estimates running as great as 
25,000 prisoners. 
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General Moseley Retires 

Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, 
USA, commanding general of the Fourth 
Corps Area and the Third Army, was re- 
tired yesterday, Sept. 30. 

General Moseley completed his service 
shortly after the Third Army, under his 
command, had completed the largest 
peace tlne maneuvers in American his- 
tory. More than 70,000 officers and men 
were in the field in a very practical field 
maneuver, demonstrating that the Third 
Army can assemble in an orderly fashion 
in a minimum of time to protect the 
southern coastal and land frontier. 

General Moseley was born in Evanston, 
Ill, Sept. 28, 1874. Upon graduation from the 
United States Military Academy he served in 
the Southwest for a year, being alone as a 
youngster in command of the old Post of 
Kagle Pass, Texas. He sailed with the Ninth 
Cavalry to the Var Kast to take part in the 
Boxer Rebellion, but upon arrival in Japan 
the report came that Peking had fallen, and 
the Ninth Cavalry was sent south to take 
part in the Philippine Insurrection, During 
the next four years General Moseley saw wser- 
vice almost constantly in the field in the 
principal islands of the Philippine group, 
taking part in the campaigns in the south, in 
Mindanao, and in General Bell's expeditions 
in Luson, At that time many of the older 
officers of the Army were unfit for strenuous 
field service in the tropics, so that a youngster 
had a great advantage. On several occasions 
General Moseley was sent out alone on haz- 
ardous missions, and once, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Curry, afterward Governor of New 
Mexico, he went out without military escort 
of any kind and secured the surrender of 
General Arejola, who commanded all the in- 
surgent troops in a large part of southern 
Luson. 

Returning to the United States, he served 
with the Cavalry in the Southwest, attended 
the Army School of the Line, of which he 
is an honor graduate, and the Staff College, 
and a year later he went as a young Captain 
to the Army War College. Upon graduating 
there he served as a General Staff Officer, 
directly under Mr, Stimson, who was then 
Secretary of War. Just before the opening 
of the World War he was ordered to Kurope 
to make a study of army organizatins. Thus 
he saw at close range both the French and 
German armies in 1914, and attended the 
grand maneuvers of both during the same 
year. 

During the troubles with Mexico he had 
various Cavalry commands along the border. 
Yinally he was made Colonel of the National 
Guard and Chief of Staff of the Pennsylvania 
Division, taking that division to the Mexiean 
border in 10916 and remaining with it until 
he joined the Fifth Field Artillery, which be- 
came part of the First Division to go over- 
seas. He accompanied that regiment over- 
seas as a Lieutenant Colonel, and finally 
commanded it in France, The first transport 
upon which he embarked with his command 
was deliberately rammed by a German pilot 
doing his bit for the Fatherland, Before it 
sank he got all his men off, with the loss of 
only one soldier, he personally remaining 
with the ship until it was beached, 

General Mseley remained with the First 
Division until General Pershing called him to 
Army Headquarters, where he finally became 
one of the Chiefs of the Great General Staff, 
In the meantime he had been made a briga- 
dier general in the National Army. Through- 
out the war he was responsible for transpor- 
tation and movement of troops and supplies, 
and for preparations for combat. During this 
period he often represented General Pershing 
and the American Wxpeditionary Forces in 
Inter-Allled conferences, 

The Armistice signed, he was sent to the 





Near East as a member of a military commis- 
sion making a report on the military situa- 
tion in that section of the world, including a 
study of the armies then engaged in war. 
Upon his return to the United States he ac- 
companied General Pershing in his three 
months’ tour of the United States, thereafter 
joining the Second Division in Texas. At the 
end of a year, however, he was recalled to 
Washington by President Harding to be 
General Dawes’ assistant in the organization 
of the Bureau of the Budget. Upon being 
made a general officer in the Regular Service, 
he went to Chicago, to the Hawalian Islands, 
later returning to command the Cavalry Divi- 
sion along the Mexican border. During the 
1920 Mexican Revolution he handled many 
important situations with Mexican comman- 
ders on both sides, and on one occasion at 
Juarez, Mexico, he crossed the border and, 
walking between the lines of the fighting 
forces, stopped the battle, finally withdraw- 
ing the federal forces into American terri- 
tory. 

Later he joined Mr. Patrick J. Hurley in 
the War Department, becoming Mr. Hurley's 
Executive, and later Deputy Chief of Staff of 
the Army. Shortly after the close of the 
Hoover administration General Moseley went 
to Atlanta and assumed command of the 
Fourth Corps Area, a little later taking com- 
mand of the Third Army. 

At the close of the World War General 
Moseley was made a Commander of the Order 
of the Crown by both Belgium and Italy. 
From King George of England he received 
the Order of the Bath, their highest military 
order, This was presented by Marshal Haig. 
Marshal Foch, for France, awarded him the 
Croix de Guerre with palm, and he was made 
a Commander of the French Legion of Honor, 
He is one of the four officers of our army 
to win the Distinguished Service Medal twice.

General Craig’s Tour 
(Continued from First Page) 
tional Defense is his Protective Mobiliza- 
tion Plan which provides men and sup- 
plies for an initial Protective Force of 
about 400,000 men. With this force im- 
mediately in action in an emergency, con- 
ditions would then determine the in- 
creases in men and supplies necessary. 
The critical items for this smaller force, 
capable of going into action immediately, 
will cost about $160,000,000, as contrasted 
with the expenditure of $1,000,000,000 
estimated as necessary under the old 
plan of raising and equipping 1,000,000 
men in case of an emergency. The new 
plan faces facts realistically: it provides 
a small but well trained force capable of 
being ready for action within a few hours 
of an emergency, it slows down the pace 
of military requirements to be more in 
accord with the initial ability of industry 
to supply them, and it eyvisions peace- 
time appropriations within a modest 
budget rather than one so costly our 
peace-loving nation would never support 

it. 

Increases in personnel have been made 
in increments small enough to absorb 
efficiently and to prevent the formations 
of “humps.” His three years have seen 
the regular army ranks increase from 
12,000 officers and 147,000 enlisted men to 
12,760 officers and 165,000 enlisted men, 
and the National Guard from 195,000 to 
205,000, Thirty thousand reserve oflicers 
are being given 14-day training periods 
this year as against 20,000 three years 
ugo, While reserve officers on active duty 
with the Air Corps have increased from 
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200 to 857. Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps trainees have increased from 163,- 
000 to 203,000, and Citizens’ Military 
Training Camp enrollment from 30,000 to 
35,000. 

In personnel legislation, General 
Craig’s tour has seen the authorized com- 
missioned strength of the Regular Army 
raised from 12,000 to 14,659; the author- 
ized enlisted strength of the Air Corps 
from 16,000 to 21,500 with a further 15 
per cent increase permitted under basic 
law; authorization for the establishment 
of a Regular Army Reserve contemplated 
to attain a strength of 75,000 in four 
years; and authorization for four-year 
active duty periods for 1,350 Air Corps 
Reserve officers. For the General Staff he 
has abolished the old eligible list, opening 
such opportunities to all officers regard- 
less of their schooling opportunities, and 
has made instructors with the National 
Guard, Organized Reserves and the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps eligible for 
detail on the General Staff. 

For the Air arm, General Craig has 
carried forward the GHQ Air Force, giv- 
ing it added responsibilities and oppor- 
tunities for training to bring out its full 
capabilities, The authorized strength of 
the Army in airplanes, the 2,320 figure 
set by the Baker Board, will be reached 
with funds already appropriated by July 
1, 1940. 

For seacoast defenses, an average of 
6% millions have been apropriated annu- 
ally during the past three years and em- 
ployed for the augmentation of our de- 
fenses on the Pacific Coast, in Panama, 
and Hawaii. During the current year the 
War Department has initiated a program 
for the procurement of critical items of 
equipment required for 34 regiments 
which include the five Regular regiments 
in the United States, the ten National 
Guard regiments and those inactive Reg- 
ular regiments to be organized in an 
emergency. For this purpose the last 
Congress provided 623,685,387—more 
than half the total required. 

The light tank program for the Infan- 
try and the mechanization of a Cavalry 
brigade have been completed. Appropria- 
tions for the current year provide for the 
initiation of a medium tank program and 
the procurement of anti-tank guns and 
semi-automatic rifles in quantity. 

Of the $200,000,000 which the last Con- 
gress provided for Federal PWA _ con- 
struction, approximately $50,000,000 has 
been allocated to the War Department. 
These funds supplemented by liberal 
WPA allotments, will to a great extent 
relieve the housing situation for both 
officers and enlisted men. 

General Craig would say that the prog- 
ress is due to his superiors and his sub- 
ordinates. Certainly, President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Woodring have been in the 
forefront of wise National Defense aug- 
mentation. Both keen to put the nation 
in a proper posture of defense, they have 
sought and regarded the views of their 
military advisor. The subordinates look 
upon General Craig as a leader for whom 
they can give their best with the knowl- 
edge that that best will be recognized and 
appreciated and that anything less would 
be as quickly recognized and rejected, 

Though he can be stern and severe 
when the situation demands, General 
Craigs, normal disposition is one of com- 
plete, sympathetic understanding of the 
official and personal problems of all who 
serve under him, officers and enlisted men 
alike. He has a fine sense of humor, 
which saves many a strained moment and 
keeps tempers on an even keel, 

On his third anniversary as Chief of 
Staff, the rank and file of the Army and 
the citizenry of the nation wish him a 
pleasant and successful continuation of 
his tour and express their appreciation of 
a wise military leadership thoroughly in 
accord with American traditions and pre- 
cepts.

Naming Naval Vessels 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced this week that with the approval 
of the President, a definite policy has been 
formulated to supplement existing law 
and established customs for the naming 
of certain types of ships. 

Secretary Swanson also announced the 
names which have been assigned to 
twenty-one naval auxiliary vessels. 

The naming of vessels by the Secretary 
of the Navy under the direction of the 
President of the United States was au- 
thorized by Act of Congress of March 8, 
1819, which also contained provisions for 
the general class of names to be assigned 
specific types of vessels. That law was 
later superseded and provisions for the 
naming of battleships and monitors were 
contained in the Act of May 4, 1808, 
which stated “Hereafter all first class 
battleships and monitors owned by the 
United States shall be named for the 
States and shall not be named for any 
city, place or person until the names of 
States shall have been exhausted.” At 
present the Battleships in the fleet, under 
construction, and appropriated for are 
named for States. 

Assignments of names to certain types 
of naval vessels have followed policies es- 
tablished by the Navy and will be con- 
tinued, These include : 

Heavy and Light Cruisers—ities, 

Aircraft Carriers—Historic Naval Vessels or 
Battles, 

Destroyers—Officers and enlisted men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps, former Secre 
taries of the Navy, members of Congress and 
inventors. 

Submarines—Fish, 

Mine Sweepers—Birds, 

Gunboats—Smatler Cities. 

River Gunboats— Islands, 

Submarine Tenders— Pioneers in Submarine 
development, 

Repair Ships- 

Oilers—-Rivers, 

Cargo Ships—Stars. 

Under the policy just approved, the fol- 
lowing general classes will be the source 
of names for ships of certain types: 

Destroyer Tenders—Designation of natural 
areas of the United States, Previously, names 
of destroyer tenders have been drawn from 
several sources, among them the names of 
the Secretaries of the Navy. Established policy 
has already fixed names of men as a source 
for a large number of vessels. 

Seaplane Tenders, Large—-Names of Sounds. 
The ships of this type now in service bear 
names of pioneers in aviation, 

Seaplane Tenders, Small—Names of Bays, 
Straits and Inlets, No vessels of this type 
have been constructed for United States Navy. 
Several now in service have been converted 
from mine sweeper type and bear original 
names assigned them in that classification, 

Naval tugs are classified as Ocean-going 
Tugs and Harbor Tugs. While Indian names 
have been assigned both types, no distinction 
was made, The following system is adopted: 
Ocean-going Tugs will be given the names of 
Indian Tribes, and Harbor Tugs will be as- 
signed names of Indian Chiefs and words of 
Indian languages.

Admiral Brumby Retires 


Rear Adm. Frank Hl. Brumby, USN, 
was transferred to the retired list of the 
Navy today, Oct. 1, upon reaching the 
statutory retirement age of sixty-four 
years, 

Ile has served as Commandant of the 
Fifth Naval District with additional duty 
aus Commandant of the Naval Operating 
Base, Norfolk, from April 8, 1935, and 
will be relieved of those duties by Rear 
Adm. Joseph Knefler Taussig, USN. 
Admiral Taussig was detached from duty 
as Commander, Cruisers, Scouting Force, 
July 16, 1938, and has been on leave prior 
to reporting for his new duties. 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson in a 
letter to Rear Admiral Brumby con- 
gratulating him on his active service in 
the Navy said: 

“The Department regrets your retirement 
from active service and takes this occasion 
to &%tend to you its heartiest congratulations 
and appreciation for your long and distin- 
guished service to our Nation. During the 
time which you have so faithfully and effi- 
ciently served, you have witnessed many ad- 
vancements in the morale, strength and effi- 
clency of the Navy, and you have the satis- 
faction of knowing that you have contributed 
to the accomplishment of these results. May 
I wish for you continued success and many 
years of health and happiness.” 

Admiral Brumby was born in Athens, Ga., 
Sept. 11, 1874, and was appointed to the Naval 
Academy from Georgia in 1891. During the 
Spanish-American War he served in the USS 
New York, the flagship of Rear Adm. William 
T. Sampson, USN. In 1917 he was in command 
of the USS Cincinnati, cruiser, and in 1918, 
was ordered to duty at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard. In 1920, he commanded the USS 
Kansas, battleship, and in December 1921 was 
transferred to duty as Captain of the Yard, 
Navy Yard Washington. He commanded the 


USS New Mexico from 1924 until 1926, and 
attended the Naval War College from 1926 
until June 1927, when he was ordered to 


command the Control Force, with additional 
duty as Commander, Submarine Division, 
Control Force. He served in that capacity 
until November 1928, when he was appointed 
President of the Board of Inspection and 
Survey, Navy Department. In June, 1929, 
Admiral Brumby was detached from that 
Board and = ordered to Command = Light 
Cruiser Division Two, Scouting Fleet, and on 
May 31, 1930, assumed the duties of Com 
mandant of the Norfolk Navy Yard. He was 
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ordered to command Battleship Division One, 
Battle Force, in October 1932, and assumed 
command of the Scouting Force with the ae. 
companying rank of Vice Admiral on May 20, 
1933. He assumed duty as Commander Battle 
Force, U, S. Fleet, with rank of Admiral on 
June 15, 1934. Since April 1935, he has been 
on duty as Commandant of the Fifth Naval 
District with additional duty as Commandant 
of the Naval Operating Base, Norfolk, Vir. 
ginia, 

He has been awarded the following medals; 
Spanish Campaign Medal, Philippine Cam- 
paign Medal, Cuban Pacification Medal ang 
Victory Medal.

IT MUST BE THAT AMATEUR STRATEGISTS are fiddling with the United 
States Fleet. On no other assumption can we accept the action of the Navy Depart- 
ment in creating an Atlantic Squadron of cruisers and destroyers, and reenforcing 
them with cruisers serving with the command which holds in its steel fist the protec- 
tion of the shores of the country and our dependencies. The organization table of the 
Fleet called for twelve light cruisers to serve as shields against torpedo attack upon 
the battleships, and be employed by it in such other capacities as their type and 
strength permitted. But in order to form the Atlantic Squadron, it was necessary to 
denude the Battle Force of these important auxiliaries. As originally ordered, the 


Squadron comprised seven cruisers and seven destroyers. Now three additional 


cruisers have been withdrawn from the Battle Force. As a result, there remain but 
two cruisers to constitute “Cruisers, Battle Force,” which means that the battleships 
will be without the supplement that judgment and experience consider essential. It 
is possible that the authority which created the Squadron may reenforce it with bat- 
tleships. That would constitute a far graver error, dangerous to the country, and we 
sincerely hope it is not contemplated, Commenting upon the distribution of the 
Russian Navy at Viladivostock, Port Arthur, and the European ports of Russia, upon 
the outbreak of the war with Japan, Captain Mahan pointed out that if it had been 
united, no matter where located, Japan would not have dared to have moved her 
army to the Asiatic mainland. He said further: “Among the most important lessons 
of this war—perhaps the most important, as also one easily understood and which 
exemplifies a principle of warfare of ageless application—is the inexpediency, the 
terrible danger, of dividing the battle fleet, even in times of peace, into fractions indi- 
vidually smaller than those of a possible enemy.” It will be said that there is no 
enemy in sight for our Fleet, and that without danger can be maintained “temporar- 
ily” the Atlantic Squadron, which would be useful for bringing home Americans now 
stranded in Europe, and even to protect American passenger and cargo vessels in 
case of war, and a belligerent should attempt to seize them. The answer to this argu- 
ment is Mahan, to quote him again, “the terrible danger of dividing the battle fleet 
even in times of peace.” We hope that in recalling the words of this great master 
strategist of naval warfare, the Navy Department will be moved to return the cruis- 
ers where they belong, with the battle force with which they can maneuver and thus 
assure complete readiness to perform the functions which logically are theirs. 


EACH YEAR THE ARMY FIELD exercises are conducted increases their value 
in putting the service in readiness, Larger numbers of officers are enabled to be 
trained in the key positions so important in the handling of large bodies of troops 
and, as Major General Hugh A. Drum so ably points out in his critique of the Second 
Army’s command post exercise, individual expertness is utilized to its best advantage 
by the teamwork that inures from training as a unit. No matter how great the in- 
dividual efficiency may be it can easily be dissipated in improvised control and 
directing units which have not learned to function with that coordination which 
comes from training together. This year’s field exercise conducted by the Third Army 
was the largest in point of troops employed of any so far conducted. In it Major 
General George Van Horn Moseley demonstrated the readiness of his forces to take the 
field on a moment’s notice and to function and supply itself in the field without the 
comforts and conveniences of garrisons. Occasionally newspapers will become critical 
of the service for defects revealed by field maneuvers and command post exercises, 
but by and large the press and the public appreciate that while such activities may be 
used to demonstrate the Army’s fitness and efficiency their most valuable contribution 
to defense is the revealing of weaknesses. Demonstrations of capability may be com- 
forting, but the staffs conducting the maneuvers and the officers in the Army head- 
quarters and in Washington who spend many months analyzing the reports are seek- 
ing rather the deficiencies, so that future training programs may be based on a pro- 
cedure calculated to strengthen the weak spots. Important in the present day exercises 
are the practical tests being given—in the only manner available in peace times 
—new weapons and new methods. The new anti-tank gun now being manufactured 
for the service results largely from the need shown in exercises in which mechanized 
units participated; when it is available in quantities further field maneuvers will 
demonstrate its effectiveness or show up its deficiencies which may then be cor- 
rected in future manufacture. The effectiveness and limitations of mechanized outfits 
are becoming better and better known as reports from field exercises are analyzed. 
Communications are improving. Supply is functioning more smoothly. Control and 
directing units know their jobs better. And, as the result of this year’s program, next 
year’s will bring further improvement.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—<. rift in the black clouds, which have been lowering over Europe, 
has occurred as a result of the agreement reached at Munich by the four great 
Powers—Great Britain, France, Germany and Italy. Whether it can be widened, 
which is the hope of President Roosevelt and the democratic nations, whether it will 
close again and the dreaded tempest of war sweep over the world, continues to be the 
pressing question. Abandoned by her Allies, and unable alone to resist effectively the 
German military machine, Czechoslovakia has no other recourse than to yield. By 
his determined attitude, Hitler has achieved the German dream of an open road to 
the grain fields of Hungary and the Ukraine and the oil of Rumania, and beyond 
these countries the Near East. He also has gained the lignite coal fields of Czecho- 
slovakia and the industries dependent on them. While he has said that he has no 
further territorial ambitions in Europe, the dislocation in the political fabric of the 
Old World which he has brought about, is certain to provoke friction and jealousies. 
He has bound to him Hungary, which is to obtain Czech territory, and Poland, which 
likewise is to profit. France’s ring of iron around her old enemy is smashed, and her 
safeguard of continental support has practically disappeared. 

It is interesting to review what has transpired during the week. While 
Hitler was raving about the wrongs of the Sudeten Germans and his de- 
termined purpose to rescue them from Czech brutality, and Mussolini was pro- 
claiming his unity with Der Fuehrer, the British and French Prime Ministers were 
energetically laboring to prevent war, although the cost involved an extension of 
German power and the expansion of German territory at Czechoslovakian expense ; 
and President Roosevelt was painting to Hitler the horrors of war, placing upon him 
responsibility for the tragic consequences should it break out, and suggesting, and 
applying neutral pressure, to bring about a conference of Kuropean powers to develop 
a peaceful solution. As a measure of conciliation to the Western hemisphere—with 
the exception of Mexico and one or two other States all Pan-America endorsed the 
President's effort—and to meet the wishes of Mussolini, Hitler called the conference. 
It assembled at Munich on Thursday, forty-eight hours before the expiration of the 
time limit fixed by Hitler for compliance by Czechoslovakia with his enlarged de- 
mands. In the meantime, nations were mobilizing on land and sea. Defenses were 
strengthened, shelters constructed, and gas masks distributed, for the protection of 
populations, Cities were darkened. Searchlights swept the skies to locate possible 
enemy planes. Anti-aircraft guns were mounted. Fleets, fully manned and equipped, 
were concentrated. Minelayers were sent to strategic areas prepared to mine. Italian 
and German warships were ordered to speed from dangerous ports to designated ren- 
dezvous. Italian and German merchant vessels were hastily recalled home, or dis- 
patched to points where they could be of service to the warships of their countries. 
Iactories were transformed into makers of war materials. European Governments 
assumed greater control of stock and commodity exchanges. In short, preparations 
for war were pressed with feverish effort, and Staffs brought from safes their plans 
of operations, and acted so as to be ready to launch troops and ships upon weaknesses 
believed to exist in prospective enemy lines. Nor was this all. Hitler and Mussolini, 
telling how they despised democracies, sought to mould their peoples behind their 
ambitious designs, and to blind them to the effects of war, stressed the unconquerable 
military and naval might which they possessed, endeavored to make the world believe 
that the Sudeten Germans were entitled to self-determination, and pictured the Czechs 
and their President, Benes, as despicable and brutal masters of a people merely seek- 
ing to join the land where they would find like language and greater prosperity. The 
British and I'rench, on their part, sacrificed dignity and prestige to induce Hitler to 
abate his demands upon Czechoslovakia, and applied pressure to the Benes Govern- 
ment to agree to the loss of territory. The two visits which Chamberlain paid to Hit- 
ler proved abortive. He was reciting to Parliament the efforts he had made for peace 
and their failure, and the imminence of war, not in defense of the territory of a Cen- 
tral Huropean State, but for liberty, when there was handed to him the invitation to 
the Munich conference. His announcement of the invitation was greeted with enthu- 
siasm by the Parliament and by the English people, a demonstration of unwillingness 
to engage in war which doubtless strengthened Hitler’s purpose to achieve his aims 
even at the cost of world strife. Indeed, Chamberlain revealed in his speech to Par- 
liament that Hitler had told him that Germany would precipitate such a war in order 
to assure the right of self-determination on the part of the Sudeten Germans, in 
other words, to effect their annexation by the Reich. The Chamberlain speech was a 
powerful appeal to the peace loving people of the British Empire and to America as 
well. It established that the Prime Minister had exhausted every effort to induce 
Hitler to forego military action, which could only lead to a world war, and that the 
German leader, by his intransigeant attitude, was alone responsible for the conditions 
which stiffened France and aligned her finally with Czechoslovakia, and required 
Great Britain to prepare to support her ally. Familiar with what Chamberlain had 
done and equally familiar with Hitler’s policy and proposed military action, the 
President deemed it advisable, when informed of the breakdown of the Chamberlain- 
Hitler negotiations, to send a strong appeal to the German leader not to abandon 
conversations, but to continue efforts to reach a satisfactory settlement of the Sude- 
ten problem. Hitler’s reply constituted a definite refusal to comply with American 
wishes. Declining to accept the answer as final, the President made another appeal 
which doubtless touched Hitler’s vanity, and suggested a conference of the interested 
Powers, in behalf of which Chamberlain already had sought the aid of Mussolini. 
The President also communicated with 11 Duce and Tokyo, as well as Czechoslovakia. 
It is assumed that Hitler decided he could not afford to send another declination to 
the American President, nor to disregard the advice of Mussolini. To rebuff the 
former would assure an united American public opinion against him and his aims, 
and justify confining American markets to the British and French, indeed make this 
country a source of supplies for their arms as was the case in the World War. More- 
over, there was such unanimity of support for the President’s intervention on the 
part of Latin-America that Hitler must have realized that his precipitation of war 
would result in general resentment throughout the Western Hemisphere. Possibly 

Latin America’s approval of Mr. Roosevelt’s action was induced in part by Hitler’s 
assurance in the course of a speech that with German acquisition of Sudetenland he 
would have no further territorial designs in Europe. That suggested he had in mind 
ambitions in other sections of the world, and Mr. Chamberlain, reporting to Parlia- 
ment, said he was astonished when Hitler broached the matter of colonies. The lat- 
ter's alliance with Japan debars him from designs upon the Far East. To make de- 

















mands in connection with North Africa would bring him in conflict with Mussolini, 
There remains, then, only mid and South Africa, the islands of the Pacific, and South 
and Central America. His interest below the Rio Grande has been manifest in the 
Fascist propaganda with which Pan America has been, and is being flooded, and by 
diplomatic intrigues against the United States. By their enthusiastic approval of the 
Itoosevelt notes, most of Pan America has shown Hitler that they have no sympathy 
with his conduct, and that they have thrown their moral influence against him. To 
the Munich conference Hitler failed to invite Czechoslovakia whose territory is dan- 
gerously at stake, or Russia, which is accepted as evidence of his continued hostility 
toward both of them. It is a noteworthy fact that as a result of his bluff and bluster, 
Hitler brought the whole world to his feet. The Prime Minister of the British Empire, 
representing also the Republic of France, twice visited him in an endeavor to obtain 
his consent to a peaceful adjustment of the Sudeten question, and to Munich he went 
again, this time with the French Prime Minister and the Italian dictator, to plead 
with him not to make war; and the President of the United States joined in the plea, 
How different the German situation from that twenty years ago when the Allied and 
Associated Powers ordered the Berlin Government and its beaten Army to send dele- 
gates to sign an instrument for an armistice which meant the destruction of the Teu- 
tonic Empire! This time it was they who sued for peace, they who listened to humili- 
ating terms, and that without a shot having been fired. Ironically enough it was a 
“Big Four” which drafted the Versailles Treaty, and compelled Germany to sign on 
the dotted line, and at Munich also met a “Big Four” to discuss the question of peace 
or war. At Munich the Nazi party was born and Hitler jailed, and there this week he 
found his greatest personal triumph. Within two decades the vanquished had become 
the master of human fate. An analysis of the President's notes discloses that the 
Chief executive was careful to avoid a commitment of the United States to any detail, 
even of procedure, While making a fervent plea for peace, he stated specifically that 
“the Government of the United States * * * will assume no obligations in the conduct 
of the present negotiations.” The Munich conference was at British suggestion. The 
President proposed a meeting of the nations “directly interested in the present con- 
troversy,” which meant Czechoslovakia and Russia, as well as the four Powers that 
did attend. “Such a meeting,” he further remarked, if “held immediately—in some 
neutral spot in Europe—would offer the opportunity for this and correlated questions 
to be solved in a spirit of justice, etc.” Naturally, Hitler and the German people pre- 
ferred the Chamberlain suggestion of a conference on their soil rather than at a 
neutral place. So while the President failed to obtain realization of the details of his 
proposal, there is no doubt the parallel character of his proposal and that of Cham- 
berlain had potent influence in bringing about the meeting. That the President will 
make further efforts for peace, if they be necessary, is anticipated, but to date he is 
in a position, by the statements he has made, to decline to accept the role of arbiter 
should an attempt be made to thrust it upon him. If war should come, he will have 
shown our people that it is in spite of him and in spite of the European democracies, 
and then will arise the question of what steps to take against the aggressors as per- 
mitted by the Neutrality Act. 


Education of Service Children—Considerable concern is being shown in service 
circles over the Harrison-Thomas-Fletcher Bill for the Federal support of public educa- 
tion, which failed of passage in the last Congress. The bill resulted from the report 
of the President's Advisory Committee on Education and provided for Federal par- 
ticipation in education through grants to the states for school improvement, for 
lessening inequalities of educational opportunity, aid for teacher training, aid for 
school buildings, adult education, ete. From a service standpoint the important por- 
tion lies in Title V which would provide for the education of children of Federal 
wards and employees residing on Federal Reservations and foreign stations. Such a 
provision, service adherents of the measure point out, weuld result in the building up 
of adequate school systems for the children of service personnel at all home and 
foreign posts and stations, instead of the present system, whereby they are dependent 
in part on the local civilian schools, often distant and inconvenient, and in part on 
schools organized and operated by the personnel on their own funds. The bill reached 
the Senate calendar last session and was strenuously supported by Senator Pat Har- 
rison of Mississippi, chairman of the Senate Finance Committee, and Senator Elbert 
D. Thomas of Utah, chairman of the Senate Committee on Education and Labor, but 
was not passed. However, a tentative understanding was reached with Senator Alben 
Barkley, of Kentucky, that it would occupy a position of first priority in the next 
Congress. 


New Blue Uniforms Delayed—The new regulations prescribing the blue uniform 
as the uniform for social functions of an oflicial nature after retreat on Army posts 
in the United States go into effect today, but it is not expected that all officers will 
have the required uniform for some days. 

As uniform manufacturers have declared that all of the new blues ordered will 
not be delivered by Oct. 1, it is expected that Post Commanders will take no action 
on the requirement until all officers have had full opportunity to procure the change. 
The revised regulations, AR 600-38, declare that the blue uniform shall replace the 
old olive-drab after retreat, but it is not expected that the letter of the law will 
be observed. 

One of the leading uniform makers wired this week to the War Department to 
the effect that as there is an insufficient number of gold embroidery workers in the 
uniform tailoring trade, the delivery of a large number of the new dress blues has 
been delayed. It was stated that this condition is prevalent throughout the country. 
The Department considered, however, that no action need be taken, and that matter 
of having proper uniforms ready could be left to discretion of lecal commanding 
officers. 


Naval Aviaiton Matériel—It was indicated at the Navy Department this week that 
the Navy expects to complete tests of the two experimental four-engined patrol 
bombers by the first of the year, and that a contract will be let for production 
during he month of February, 1939. 

The two types under consideration are the XPB2Y-1, and the XPBS-1, tests 02 
which are now underway in one instance, and in the other, tests have been completed 
and the ship has been returned to the factory for minor changes. While no per 
formance data is available on either ship, Navy officials made no secret of their 
enthusiasm over the abilities of the preliminary prototypes. 

It was also learned that the Navy is experimenting with a newly designed twin 
engined patrol plane, similar in size and appearance to the present patrol planes 
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duty with the fleet, but with greater performance value because of increased engine 


power. 


Rear Adm. Arthur B. Cook, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, said this week 
that the condition extant a year ago, when serious delays in plane deliveries hampered 
the replacement program in the fleet, has been alleviated and that planes now under 


order will be delivered on schedule. 


In another step in the Navy’s expansion of air power, a contract was awarded 
early this week for $754,000.00. The corporation to which this contract was awarded 
has in the past built a great number of fighting planes for the Navy, and has also 
done a great deal of work on experimental Navy amphibians. Although official con- 
firmation is lacking, it is understood that the three-quarter of a million dollar con- 
tract let this week is for amphibians to be used in all around transportation and 


rescue work. 








U. S. COAST GUARD 








President Roosevelt this week approved 
allotments from Federal PWA_ funds 
totaling $695,250 to the Coast Guard. 
Principal allotment was for station struc- 
tures and station equipment, including 
communication lines, at the Atlantic City, 
N. J., Coast Guard Station. This allot- 
ment totaled $229,000. 

There also was an allotment for the 
construction of a radio station to replace 
the present main Coast Guard Radio 
Center now located at Ft. Hunt, Va. The 
new station will be located in Virginia,

Col. Truman O. Murphy, USA-Ret., died 
unexpectedly in Washington, D. C., Sept. 
1. Spending the evening with his wife 
and some friends, he was suddenly 
stricken with a slight attack of indiges- 
tion. With a remark about his discomfort, 
he lay down and almost immediately 
passed away without suffering or 
struggle. 

Born in Ohio in 1867, he entered West 
Point in 1887 and graduated well toward 
the head of his class. He had not been 
long at the Academy before he impressed 
his associates with his quiet dignity, fine 
mental gifts, and level-headed common 
sense. Generous, thoughtful of others, 
and kindly helpful to all, he won a secure 
place in the esteem and affection of his 
classmates. These same qualities of 
character won for him a host of friends 
during his entire army career. 

Upon graduation he was assigned to 
the 19th Infantry, and that regiment 
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ever remained his first love. In the grades 
of 2nd Lieutenant, Captain, Major and 
Colonel he served in it for a total of about 
24 years, and it was a matter of special 
pride and satisfaction to him to have that 
organization as his last active command, 
Colonel Murphy graduated at the head 
of his class at the Army School of the 
Line in 1908, following that honor gradu- 
ation with the next year in the Army 
Staff College. He was then retained at the 
Leavenworth schools as an instructor. He 
graduated at the Army War College in 
1914 and again in 1921, and was on the 
General Staff Corps eligible list. He 
served in the Adjutant General's Depart- 
ment from 1914 to 1919, and in the In- 
spector General's Department from 1921 
to 1925. 

He is survived by his widow and his 
daughter Evelyn, wife of Lt. Col, 8. D, 
Downs, jr. 

Endowed with a modesty commen- 
surate with his superior gifts, Colonel 
Murphy was never one to seek prefer- 
ment for himself. Good soldier that he 
was, his highest reward was his own 
sense of duty well done. 

His remains were interred in Arlington 
National Cemetery, Sept. 6.

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Financial Digest 

Business and the exchanges this week 
have experienced the effects of the ex- 
treme tension which the imminence of 
another world war produced. Wide 
swings occurred in foreign curreneies in- 
fluenced by the hope of peace or the fear 
of war. For example, on Wednesday the 
foreign exchange market in New York 
first collapsed and then rallied wildly 
with the announcement of the Munich 
conference. As a result of the panicky 
flight of gold from London, the pound 
dipped as low as $4.60, and when the 
news of the conference was received 
rushed back to $4.75125, and the British 
Exchange [Equalization Account was 
forced to sell the unit in order to pre- 
vent too rapid recovery. The French 
frane dropped to 2.57 cents, a low record 
for the present currency, and then ral- 
lied to 2.685 cents. The German mark 
fell to 38.5 cents, the lowest price since 
1934, and closed at 39.9 cents. Belgium, 
Swiss and Duteh units, which moved in- 
dependently of the pound, showed marked 
advances, The bond and share and com- 
modity markets likewise responded to de- 
velopments abroad. If the fear of war 
increased, bonds and shares fell in price 
and the price of wheat advanced, With 
the announcement of the Munich confer- 
ence, bond and share prices shot up, and 
grains fell. In short, the markets have 
been responsive to the minute by minute 
developments abroad, and it is easy to 
predict they will continue to do so. With 
sharp concern, Washington has followed 
the price movements. Secretary Morgan- 
thau persists in the view that the Treas- 
ury is fully prepared to stand the 
stresses and strains of another war. 
Nevertheless, the recovery of sterling on 
Wednesday eased the official mind, which 
was busily considering the ways and 
means to pursue in order to readjust 
American business to foreign currency 
fluctuations. It was realized that our ex- 
port trade would suffer from a high dol- 
lar, and that further receipts of gold 
would cause a rise in prices, particularly 
if a long war should expand the demand 
for American goods. To relieve its situa- 
tion, and to induce further business stini- 
ulation, the Treasury is desterilizing 
gold. Ninety million dollars were re- 
leased from the General Fund last week 
by the deposit of gold certificates with 
the Federal Reserve Banks, and other 
releases made this week, these for the 
purpose of replenishing the Treasury 
fund and buying more gold driven in 
large quantities from Europe to the 
United States. Railroad workers having 
approved a strike against the proposed 
wage cut, the President has appointed a 
fact finding commission, which must in- 
vestigate and report within thirty days. 


During that period and thirty days 
thereafter, a strike would be illegal. It is 
believed the report of the commission 


will create a public sentiment, which will 
promote an agreement between the rail- 
roads and their employes, and the strike 
thereby will be averted.

Merchant Marine 

The United States Maritime Commis- 
sion this week announced the final set- 
tlement of the question of the operation 
of the Dollar Steamship Line, when the 
Commission outlined the plan that will 
go into immediate effect. 

Under the terms of the agreement, the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation will 
lend the company up to $2,500,000 for 
working capital. The Commission will ad- 
vance up to $2,000,000 for repairs to the 
company’s ships upon which it holds 
mortgages. At the same time, the Com- 
mission also approved an operating-dif- 
ferential subsidy for the fleet of approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 per year, subject, how- 
ever, to revision at any time that condi- 
tions warrant such action during the five 
year life of the agreement. This subsidy 
is designed to meet the substantially 
lower wage and operating costs of foreign 
flag competition, the majority of which 
on the trans-Pacific run is Japaness. It 
is estimated by the Commission that all 
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| 
| 
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of the above allotted funds will be avail- 
able to the Line before Oct. 10, 1938. 

In announcing the new plan, Rear Ad- 
miral Emory 8S. Land, USN-Ret., chair- 
man of the Maritime Commission, em- 
phasized the fact that company manage- 
ment, under the adjustment plan, re- 
mains in private hands, the Commission 
merely holding the position of majority 
stockholder. 

Heading the Board of Directors will be 
former Senator William Gibbs McAdoo, 
who will devote his whole time to the 
company’s affairs. As president of the 
newly formed corporation, Mr. Joseph R. 
Sheehan, formerly Executive Director of 
the United States Maritime Commission, 
has been chosen. 

According to Admiral Land, the entire 
future of the reorganized line is in the 
hands of the directors, with the Mari- 
time Commission dealing with the Cor- 
poration as it does with any other subsi- 
dized shipping company. 

Plans now under consideration pro- 
vide for the replacement of all the Dollar 
Line ships, with the exception of the 
President Coolidge, by new construction 
now being designed by the Maritime 
Commission. 

The Dollar Line has for years played 
an important part in the movement of 
military and naval personnel. It is the 
largest American line to the Asiatic, and 
great numbers of military and naval 
personnel and their dependents have been 
transported on its ships to and from the 
Orient.

“Although the 977th is young in years 
of service, it is not at all short on effi 
cient performance of duty,” The Coast 
irtillery Journal says in announcing the 
award. “It was created in 1929 and since 
that time has been in the fore-front of 
all military activities in Southern Cali 
fornia. Regimental headquarters are lo 
cated in Los Angeles and the majority of 
its officers live within or in proximity to 
that city. 

“In common with most present-day 
antiaircraft regiments, the 977th has had 
no World War experience, but it) does 
have a background of experienced offi 
cers who have had war service. Approxi 
mately twenty-five per cent of the com 
missioned personnel served during the 
World War. 

“An uncommon feature of the 977th’'s 
roster is the fact that the majority of its 
officers are professional men. At the time 
the regiment was created there were vir 
tually no officers available for assignment 
to it. Therefore a drive was put on in 
the ranks of the engineering profession 
in Southern California, with the result 
that most of the candidates for Coast Ar 
tillery commissions were engineers in 
civil life. That the drive was successful 
is attested by the large number of engi 
neers now assigned to the 977th Coast 
Artillery. 

“Winning the Association trophy was 
not by any means the first outstanding 
performance of the 977th. It has always 
taken a lead in Reserve training, both 
active and inactive.

“The 977th takes credit for having in 
stituted the week-end field problems that 
are a feature of Southern California mili- 
tary life. The custom was initiated some 
years ago, the 977th leading off with an 
antiaircraft brigade problem in which 
the Regular Army, National Guard, and 
other Reserve units participated. 

“A word or two about Colonel Edward 
A. Evans, who commands these California 
antiaircrafters. The Colonel is a dyed-in 
the-wool Coast Artilleryman, having en 
listed in the California National Guard 
Coast Artillery in 1917. He won his com 
mission as second lieutenant from the 
third training camp at Ft. Monroe in 
March, 1918, and served as an instructor 
in the Officers’ Training Camp until No 
vember, 1918. Promoted then to first lieu 
tenant, he served in the Office of the Chief 
of Coast Artillery until February, 1919, 
when he was discharged and commis- 
sioned a captain, Coast Artillery Corps 
Reserve. Since then, he has worked his 
way through the various grades, achiev 
ing his eagles in 1936. Colonel Evans 
graduated from the Special Class at the 
Command and General Staff School in 
1931, 

“In spite of the demands of his pro 
fession (structural engineer), Colonel 
Evans has found time to weld the 977th 
into an organization of unexcelled morale 
and efficiency. He has been the guiding 
spirit behind the 977th for the past nine 
vears. Moreover, Colonel Evans has man 
aged to do yeoman service with other 
military organizations in the meantime. 
He twice served as president of the Los 
Angeles Chapter, Reserve Officers’ Asso 
ciation, is a past president of the Army, 
Navy, and Marine Corps Association of 
Los Angeles, and, at present is the senior 
vice president of the California Depart 
ment, Reserve Officers’ Association. 

“Despite his achievements in the pres 
ent and past instances, Colonel Evans re 
mains the modest citizen soldier, as wit 
ness his statement regarding his regi 
ment’s prowess, ‘Colonel R. H. Williams, 
CAC, for the past several years executive 
for the Coast Artillery Reserves of South 
ern California and unit instructor for the 
77th, has long been the guiding force 
und inspiration behind the regiment’s 
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Reserve Chaplains with CCC 

Commanding Generals of the Corps 
Areas have been advised by the War De 
partment, in a letter from the Adjutant 
General’s office, that means should be 
found to permit Reserve Chaplains on 
duty with the Civilian Conservation 
Corps to spend the necessary time in 
their camps at frequent intervals and 
that they should not be given extra duties 
heyond those for which they are commis 
sioned., 

The letter follows: 

1. It has come to the attention of the War 
Department that Reserve Chaplains on duty 
with the Civilian Conservation Corps, in some 
instances are being hampered in their proper 
religious work by 

a. Being assigned to additional duty as in 
spector or welfare officer; 

hb. Being required to call at camps in com 
pany with inspecting officers whose visits are 
brief; 

« Being assigned more camps than they 
can supervise. 

2. It is appreciated that many chaplains 
are willing and able to render valuable as 
sistance In educational and welfare work but 
they are not commissioned for uch work; 
proper performance of religious duties is 
their primary responsibility. In this connec 
tion, attention is invited to paragraph 4 g, 
AR 60-5 and to paragraph 2 w, AR 210-70 
4. The necessity, in order for chaplains to 
be of real use, of spending sufficient time in 
camps to develop personal acquaintances, or 
to hold religious services, should be con 
sidered in connection with co rvation of 
travel funds. Means should be nd to per 
mit chaplains to spend the ne« ry time in 
their camps at frequent interval 

1. The number of camps assis toa chap 
lain varies from six to twenty (wo. Whilk 
distances, road nets and tran tation fa 
cilities enter into these assign s, as well 
as the number of camps, assig ts should 
he so made that chaplains car ( all their

National Guard Progress 


Maj. Gen. Albert H. Blanding, chief of 
the National Guard Bureau, in his ad 
dress to the convention of the National 
Guard Association meeting in San Fran- 
cisco Sept. 26, reported that while there 
are many things yet to be done before 
perfection is reached the past yeur has 
seen a marked advance. 

General Blanding stressed training, 
declaring “Now that war plans call for 
the National Guard to take the field on 
M-day, at peace strength, training be 
comes the most vital thing of all. The 
trust of the nation is now placed 
squarely upon our readiness—-our state 
of training—on M-day. And that is a 
thought we must keep foremost in our 
minds.” 

The Bureau Chief reported that there 
was an increase in National Guard ap 
propriations this year of $2,366,246 but 
that $450,000 of the Guard’s appropria 
tions (about one per cent) have been 
placed in the President's administrative 
reserve. The sum thus withheld from 
expenditure includes: $50,000 for con 
struction and maintenance of concurrent 
camps; $50,000 for gasoline and oil, 
Armory training; $150,000 for ammuni 
tion; and $200,000 for new motor equip 
ment, supplies, and repairs. [le expressed 
a hope that some of this money may be 


released before the end of the fiscal year. 





“Last year,” General Blanding said, 
“when I addressed you, I said that the 
cause of National Defense had never 
been more important than at that par 
ticular time. There is no need to tell you 
why that remark is doubly true today. It 
will be remarkable if a major war in Ku 
rope continues to be averted between the 
time of preparing these remarks and de 
livering them. 

“These alarms in other hinds have 
made our own nation, as a whole increase 
its interest in military affairs and in the 
military components of our defensive 
forces, But no small part of this greater 
interest, and of the material measures to 
improve our defenses which have re 
sulted, must be credited to the National 
Guard Association, its officers and its 
Executive Committee, They have worked 
untiringly for the improvement of their 
component, and in so doing have pro 
moted its efliciency and that of the whole 
Army. Their work continues to be in 
valuable.”

Command Post Exercises 





During the past year command post exer 
cises have been stressed, and there has been, 
Iam glad to say, « decided improvement in 
the application of such exercises to the train 
ing of units down to include battalions, There 
ix still some tendency to restrict these ex 
ercises to the training of higher headquarters 
only, and many battalions are still not using 
this important form of training. As a gen 
eral rule, the most successful field exercises 
ure those that are preceded by thorough com 
mand post exercises, 


Communications 

Again, this year, it is necessary for me to 
emphasize communication, This is an old 
fault but one that we have to keep on ham 
mering at. A commander cannot fight a bat 
the or win a campaign unless he knows what 
is going on. And he can't know what is go 
ing on unless the information gets back to 
him surely and fast. Communication between 
Guard units on maneuvers continues to im 
prove, but there is still room to make it a 
good deal better The deficiency in modern 
signal equipment on which IT remarked last 
vear is being made up steadily But units 
must also make the most of the signal equip 
ment they already have. They must keep it 
in workable shape, and they must also bend 
their utmost efforts, so that when maneuvers 
come, or when war comes, they will be pre 
pared to send and receive the fullest of in 
formation to higher and lower commanders 
No organization will ever have good com 
munication unless the habit of communica 
tion is fixed in the mind of every man. The 
finest of equipment is utterly no good unless, 
in the excitement of combat, you remember 
fo use it 


Regular Army Personnel 


Including the 25 officers on duty with the 
Bureau, there are now 465 Regular Army offi 
cers on duty with the National Guard, There 
continues to be a serious shortage of in 
structors in certain States Six divisional 
ureas have no Quartermaster Corps instruc 





tors, and there are none with some of the 
newly organized Field Artillery units. Ef 
forts are being made by the Bureau to dis 
tribute the inadequate number of instructors, 
which we now have, to better advantage. 

A survey of the past year shows that ap 
proximately 100 additional Regular Army offi 
cers are necessary to instruct the National 
Guard properly. This many more would give 
one instructor to each Infantry, Cavalry, 
Field Artillery, and Coast Artillery regiment 
stationed in a single place, two to each such 
regiment moderately scattered, and three to 
each widely scattered regiment. It would also 
give an Engineer instructor to each State that 
has Engineer units and an instructor to each 
Division Headquarters, Brigade Headquar 
ters, and Special Troops. The Signal Corps, 
Quartermaster Corps, and Medical Corps 
would also have instructors in the ratio of 
one per divisional area plus a suitable num 
her for corps units. IT have advised the War 
Department of National Guard needs in this 
respect. As contemplated increases In Regu 
lar Army personnel become effective, it is 
most desirable that additional National Guard 
instructors be provided from time to time un 
til there are 100 more than now, 

An increase of ten sergeant Instructors has 
been provided during the past year. Thene 
have been allotted to corps areas for distri 
bution to the state concerned, There is a need 
for many more. 


Chemical Warfare Equipment 

During the present year, 790 service gas 
masks were procured, This only provided re 
placement for unserviceable masks, The ratio 
still remains & gas masks per hundred men, 
still entirely inadequate for proper chemical 
warfare training. In my opinion, the short 
age of gas masks is one of the most verious 
equipment shortages of the National Guard 
We cannot expect modern war on a mator 
senle to be fought along non-chemical lines 
It is easy to forget that one American cas 
uality in every four in the A. EK. F. was a 
chemical enasualty. 


Air Corps 

There has been a delay in getting the © 
observation airplanes, which ft told you last 
vear were under procurement, The first air 
plane was not received until July 22, last, It 
iy now expected that all planes will be in the 
hands of National Guard squadrons by March 
m0. Funds for 1990 provide for 48 more air 
planes and His proposed to buy more of the 
O47 type in this new procurement 

An authorization has been received increas 
ing the allotment of airplanes for the National 
Guard from 171 to 195. It is propored to allot 
to ench squadron one additional airplane of 
training or similar type, for use by Alr Corps 
instructors in giving instrument flying in 
struction, and for flight checks In connection 
with aeronautical ratings. It is hoped these 
tirplanes will be available late in 1939, 

The equipment of all tactical airplanes with 
radio sets has been completed 


Experimental Helmets 

The helmets for summer wear are still un 
dergoing test, and are not, in the strict sense, 
on article of issue either to the Regular Army 
or the National Guard. We tried to get au 
thority to issue the helmets to organizations 
yenerally south of the Mason-Dixon line, but 
this was net granted, We were, hewever, au 
theorized te extend the service test in the 
Fourth, Eighth, and southern part of the 
Ninth Corps Areas. A total of 15,633 helmets, 
costing S1IO,.341, was purchased and delivered
